Thelr conspicuous features are lamilinr to opera
goers In London, nnd thelr merits, voocal
and dramatle, are unauimously admitted, No
moroe peed be added than that oo the oceoasion
referred to sbe selected from “*Romeo e Giull-
ettn” the first act, contatnivg the lively eavatinn
in waltz measure, *Hells ealma d'un bel sogno,”
and the so styled mudrigal, “Avglol regina,” in
which Jutet and Homeo Orst exchange sentl-
ments; from “"Faust,” the “garden seene," the
finest and most genuine passuge lp Lhal opara,
and probably in all Gounod: sud from “La
Figlla del Reggiments,” the atone in which at
6 mustc lesson, nocompanied on the piano-forte
by the Marchioness of Berkenfield, the of devant

vandiere, tired of the restruidt imposed upon
her, and cgged ou to rebellion by Sergeant
Bulpizio, petulantly tears up her musle, and,
substituting the old song for lhe new, atlacks
with enthustasm tha ohincactio Rata plan,

HEach of these well-kuown scenes was done
to absolute perfection, snd ineach Mlle, Pattl
rouzed the audience to an extruordinary degree
of enthasiasm, The brilliant waltz of Juie! was
heartily encored ; thesame compliment was paid
to the not less brilllant *Alr des Bijoux' of Mar.
garet, and agamn to the Rataplan of Maria.
Noever, indeed, did the most popular stage singer
ot the day exhibit ber manifold gifta and accom-
plishaicnts (o betler sdvautnge, Her prineipal
associate i ‘Romeo e Gloliews,! sud “‘Paust o
Matgheriia, wis Slgoor Mario, happily in his
best mood: and thas the Gret interview betwaon
the ‘star-crossed lovers'in the former, and the
garden ecene in the latter, were represented
with o grace and trothiuluess impossible to
stirpags, To crown the whole, Mile. Pattl gave
the solos in *God Bave the Quecn' with a vigor
and poiut which ean only be explained by the
fact ol her belog quaite ns conversant with the
Euglish languoage as with ber own, Theevenling,
in short, was one serics of triumphs.

“Buefore these words ure in type Mad'lle Patti
williinve become a Freuch mareaiiness: her
marripge with the Muarqnis de Canx, & nobleman
attached to the lmpernat court of France, having
been sunoanced to ke place thils morning at
11 o'cluek, 1 the Cathiolie Chapel of St Mary's,
Claphoam Park. 1t is not our usoual custom to
pay stiention to such muttera; but as it s pos-
sible, thouga we trastimprobable, that this new
tarn of lorlune may Eocner than later deprive
the Italian lyric stuge ol one of it brightest
oruaments, we are tempted to refer to \t, and
furtherto take the opportenity ol priefly recapitu-
lating the history of Mad'lle Putli's past earcer
in England, Few Jovers of [talinn opera cun
have forgotten the univerzal reerot caused by
the almost sudden death, av bt Peteraburg, of
thut admirable sluger, Mme, Angloline Bosio
in April, 1858, With her it seemed that we bad
lost the only genuine Italiun soprano on the

readily to the Itallan style, and not supplied at
all by Mme, Lotti, or by uny other singer upon
whom, 1n 1850 and 15560, Mr. Gge could Ilny
hands— admittiog as we must 1 fairness, the
pracused talent of Mme, Penco, who belonged
rather o the Griei than to the Bugio schosl. A
year later, however, the memorable year of the
sccond series of Mme. Grisl’s ‘farewell por-
formances,! the year of the clostug of her
Majesty’s Theatre, nud of Mr Mapleson's first
adventure as a director of Itglian Opera (a4 the
Lycenm), when things looked dull and unprom-
ising epough at Covent Garden, a new phe-
nowenon suddenly appeared.

Famine, Typhus amd Paupesriam —

Bramdy thoe Ususe~Appalling Statistics
—=shnort-Sighted Folicy of the Goversa-
memnt,

A correspondent of the New York Tribune
wtites from B8t, Pelersburg, July 20, as iol*
lows:;—

“The abolishment of serldom has glven Ruse
git the posgibility to become o Earopean power,
but, nevertheless, it is the principal ¢ause of the
grent calumity which bLas befallen the Eupire
during the last winter, and from which we shall
bhave to suffer many a vear more. Famine and
typhins have wielded their sceptre in 4 wmost
fenrful manner all over the country for all these
months, pauperism, fumine, sod typhus s the
ore durk pieture our de-palring eyes look upon
for years und years to cowe, A bad crop wus
generally suppoged to be the prineipal reascn of
the wlmest iucredible disiress which munifested
ftaelf everywhere among the raral popula-
tlon as roon as the hard winter set In, At
the same time the Mimister of the Interior
wons geverely blamed by public opiplon for not
having fores¢en the calsmity, so that he could
have met the most urgent necessities; and at last
it almoest seemued us il his negligence und care-
lessness slone bud 1o account for all the deaths
that were recorded by boudreds from the most
ufflicted provinces, Indiguapt at these upjust
accusntions the minister resigned his office, and
the Cabinet lost oue of ita ublest and 1ts most
Lionorable mewmbers, It was a loss much to be
regretted, bat yet, in one respect, the country
derived a very valaable, though most painfual
benefit from it. To justify the course he had
taken the Minister pablished & long and
elaborate official report, from which ’lt bea-
cume appurent beyond eny doubt that the
root of the evil Jay muoch deeper, than any-
body bad supposed, and ithat It was a per-
nicious folly to charge the lass erop or the re-
missuess of any individual with i, With the
only exception of Finland and the province of
Archangelsk tho crop has been quite as good as
in any avernge year, und purtly even better.
The export lista of the Bouthern ports showed
larger ngures than in any former year., And
even at the time there was plenty of every sort
of corn, but tbose who wers most in need of It
had wnot one larthing left to provide lor one
day’s provision, Muny people, no doubt, had to
complain of un extiemely scauty erop; but it
was not the fault of vature.

harrowing: bravay had beesn thewr idol ever so
long, but vow Lhey did not stir (rom his altars,
To this filthy god they gacridced all they had;
the bar keepers srre the only baunkers ot the
peasantry, they receive good mouney, and give
in exchange bad brandy; bot now-a-days
mouey is & greater rarity with peasants thao
even wemperance; the barkeepers, therelore,
have recently bocome pawnbrokers, and whole
villoges have sent their Iast plecs of furnlture,
their lnst shirt to the tavern” That looks Like
aridiculous cxupgerwtion, and yet it Is nothing
but the plouest trulb,. We will give &
few fgures, taken from otficial sources, to illus.

Sham Antiquities—New Revelations,

being brought them sort of tackle,’ and suiting
the action to the word, he pulled out a box from
under hig desk mntulnlnp amiscellaneous assort-
ment of daggers, vases with confused Inscriptions
upon them, knives und other articles that had
evidently not been long cast in lead, subjected to
an aold, aud smepred with mud, ‘The gent as
brought these very “important ancient rellos”
whs quite mad because we told him they was
forged—went away In g pel, and we never saw
bhim sgain’ lu wll probabllity this credalons
individual bad boasted 10 his friends that Lhese
things which he had purchased as thely were
dug up, as he sald, by some navigstors lu the
excavations golng on at Bhadwell, were very
valuable, nuﬁ finding out his mistake, thoucht
it beet to leave them, aud cover his retreat by
sa)y iug they were now in the Museum.

"We understand the art of manufacturing
relics bas become in the metropolis a regular
occupation. No sooner is some great work de-
cided upon—some dock (0 be excavated, some
ancient building to be demolished—than these
